The draft of a concordat, which has
been prepared at Home, Is said to be satisfactory
to the Mexican Emperor.

Soutii Africa. Bishop Colenso has now been
formally excommunicated by the Bishop of
Cape Town, as the.Mctropolitan of South Africa.

Western Africa. According to official state-
ments, the Republic of Liberia has brotipht
under Us control 200,000 of the aborigine,
besides 6000 recaptured from slave bhips. It
has turned more than 600 miles of coast trom
being a horrid slave mart to the peaceful and
honest pursuits of agriculture and commerce.
More than 150 churches have been erected.
About 200 schools are in operation: 20.000
children have been taueht in English, aud
20,000 persons have united with the churches.
There are bitwecn sixty and seventy settle-
ments, and their commerce annually amounts to
between fifteen and twenty millions of dollars.

DOMESTIC.

EriECorAL. The Anglican Dioeese of Florida
bns withdrawn from "the "General Council" of
the Protestant Episcopal Church In the lnte Con-
federate States, and ieunited with the Church in
the United States. The "General Council," we
btlicvc, consists now of the Bishop of Virginia.

The colored Episcopalians of Charleston
have organized two congregations In that citv,
with the lull approbation of the Bishons, the
convention," and the hearty God-spee- d of all the
clergy.

Cost of Church Scitort. The following esti-
mate, founded upon the United States renins,
las been made of the probable amount which it
costs the individual members ot the different
churches in this country to sustain thum : A
Baptist or Methodist, $340; a Presbyterian, $0;
Comrregutiounliat, J1U; a Komun Catholic, $11;
an Episcopalian, $10; a Reformed Dutch, $21!; a
Unitarian, $23.

Methodist. Tho revival at Williamsport, Pa.,
lias resulted in additions to try several churches
of over seven hundred conveno; ubout one-hal- f

of that number have united with tho thiee
Methodist Episcopal churches of Williamsport.

Congrko ational. It is stated that an exten-
sive but quiet revival Ie progressiva in all the
churchps of New bed lord. Mass., and is extend-
ing to neighboring churches.

A Congreeatioual Church has been organized
ot Webster, Mo., twelve miles from St. Louis.
This is the twenty-secon- d Congregational Church
in Missouri.

Baptist. A church of this denomination in
Chicago has iust been dedicated. The cost is
$200,0u0, and it is a magnificent edifice. When
the dedication Sabbath dawned, $50,000 were to
be secured, or the organ, tower, and bll, one or
all, would be miseine, or unpaid for, if obtained.
A collection of $53,000 was obtained during the
two services of the day $17,000 in '.he morning
and $0100 in the evening.

An extensive revival is in progress in the
First, Baptist Church of Baltimore. Nearly one
hundred have been received for baptism, in-
cluding one Methodist Minister and one Epis-
copal."

Reform hd Dutch. The Secretary of tho Board
of Foreign Missions ot the Reformed Dutch
Church states that "the financial year of the
Board of Foreien Missions closes on the 30th of
April. To conclude the year without debt,
$27,000 are still needed."

The reports from numerous churches of this
denomination, embracing all parts of the country.
indicate extraordinary and powerful revivals of
religion. The additions to these churches within
a lew weeks must be many thousand.

The Presbytery of New York (O. S.) has
passed an earnest appeal in favor of the sailors,
and the new church opened for their benefit in
Market street, late the Market Street Retormed
Dutch Church.

The Trustees of Lafayette College met at
Easton, Pa., March 28, and organized a scientific
course. Mr. A. Pardee, ot Hazleton, gave
$100,000, and Mr. William Davidson, of Phila-
delphia, endow ed the chair ot Chemistry.

Roman Catholic In the course of the pre-
sent ear a National Synod of all the Roman
Cafho'lic Bishops of the United States is to be
held. Aichbishop Spalding, of Baltimore, will
preside.

Remarkable History ot a Torpedo-Boa- t.
General Maury's report of the defense of

Mobile narrates the eventful history of a torpedo-boa- t

as follows:
It was built ot boiior iron, was about thirtv-flv- e

feet Ion and was mauned by a crow of nine men,
eight ot whom worked tno propeller by liaDd. the
nimh steered the boat and regulated tier movements
bolow tho surface ol the water. She could bo sub-

merged at pleasure to any desired depta, or could
be propelled upou the surface. In smooth stil
water her inovomonts were exactly contro led, and
her was about tour knots It was intended
that she Bhould approach any vessel lying at
anchor, pass under her keol, and draft a float
inn torpedo, winch would exp ode on striking
the siue or bottom ol the ship attacked, She
could remain eai mergeu more than half an
hour without inconvenience to lier crew. Soon
alter her arrival in Charleston. Lieutenant Pay no,
ot tho Conlfderato raw, with eight othors, volun-
teered to attack the Federal fleet with Dor. While
preparing tor their expedition the swell ol a passing
steamer caused tho boat to 'ink suddenly, aud all
hands, except Lieutenant 1'aviie who at the moment
was Handing in tho open hatchway. perisUod. She
was soon laised, and again mado ready for sorvico.
Lieutenant l'avne apain volunteered to command
her. While lvinv near Fort iSuruter she capsized,
and apain sunk in .eop water, drowning all bauds
except her commander and two othors.

Being again raised ana prepared lor action, Mr.
Aumev, one ot the constructors, made an experi-
mental cruise in her in Cooper river. While

at great depth, from some unknown cause
she became unmanageable, and remained for many
dasonthe bottom of the river with her crew of
Bine dead men.

A fourth time was the boat re!od, and Ltontenant
Dixon, ol Mobile, of tho 211 Volunteers, with eidht
others, went out of Charleston harbor in her, and
attacked and sunk the Federal steamer Housutonic.
